State Court 
Elaborates 
on Ruling 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court issued 
a supplemental opinion today 
elaborating on its order forbid- 
ding an exchange of circuits ar- 
ranged by Circuit Court Judge 
Russell C. Roberts for the em- 
paneling of a grand jury to 
probe a fee system he had 
used. 


The 
opinion by Associate 


Justice Lyle Brown stated that 
the court's view was: "A trial 
judge should not exercise the 
discretionary powers of his of- 
fice in a matter in which he 
will be personally affected." 


Roberts 
had 
arranged 
to 


switch circuits temporarily with 
Circuit Court Judge William J. 
Kirby of Little Rock after Pros. 
Atty. Alex G. Streett of Russell- 
ville asked for a grand jury 
session to look into the fee sys- 
tem Roberts had practiced in 
Pope County. 


The court ruled last June that 


the exchange of circuits ar- 
ranged* by Roberts would not be 
permitted. 


Kirby presides in the 6th Ju- 


dicial Circuit. Pope County is 
one of five counties in Roberts' 
5th Judicial Circuit. 


The Supreme Court ruled in 


a lawsuit early this year that 
the fee system under which fees 
were forfeited by defendants 
who received suspended sen- 
tences was illegal. 


Brown said in the supplemen- 


tal opinion that in choosing a 
judge with whom to exchange, 
Roberts would not be perform- 
ing a purely ministerial act, 
"but will be selecting a judge 
based upon Judge Roberts' own 
judgment—it would clearly con- 
stitute an act of discretion." 


At the same time, the court 


made permanent the temporary 
order it has issued barring Kir- 
by from changing circuits with 
Roberts. The court said the or- 
der in no way reflected on Kir- 
by's ability to act impartially in 
the case, but that because of 
"compelling public policy" it 
could not sustain the switch ar- 
ranged by Roberts.

Enemy Wipes 
Out Cambodia 
Fuel Supply 


By GEORGE ESPER

SAIGON 
(AP) — Enemy 


forces destroyed about two- 
third of Cambodia's fuel supply 
on the outskirts of the nation's 
capital today and dealt a heavy 
blow to a South Vietnamese 
base for operations inside east- 
ern Cambodia. 


Apparently slipping in on 


boats across marshlands, about 
30 enemy troops hit the fuel 
tank farm at Phnom Penh with 
rockets that set fire to millions 
of gallons of gasoline and oil in 
15 tanks, owned by Esso and 
Shell. 


The loss of the fuel could 


mean a harsh blow to an al- 
ready 
limping 
economy 
in 


Cambodia. 


The attack on the South Viet- 


namese base was the third set- 
back for the Saigon command 
in three days. 


Official reports said 21 South 


Vietnamese troops were killed 
and 64 wounded in coordinated 
mortar and commando attacks 
on the headquarters of the 
South Vietnamese 43rd Task 
Force and two other positions 
ranging from two to five miles 
northwest of Tay Ninh and 
about 10 miles from the Cam- 
bodian border. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand said 52 enemy troops 
were killed and 25 weapons 
captured in a nightlong battle. 


Tay Ninh, 55 miles northwest 


of Saigon, is the forward base 
for 
South Vietnamese 
oper- 


ations inside eastern Cambodia. 
It is 80 miles southeast of 
Phnom Penh.

Cong Sapper Battalion, perhaps 
a total of 300 commandos, 
launched the attacks around 
Tay Ninh early today after a 
100-round mortar barrage hit 
South Vietnamese positions.

came from the shelling attack 
against the permanent

tions. One infantry battalion of 
about 400 men suffered 
the 


most severe losses with 17 men 
killed and 43 wounded. 


In Phnom Penh, about 30 sap- 


pers with rocket launchers blew 
up 15 large oil storage tanks, 
striking a heavy blow to Cam- 
bodia's struggling economy. 


The tanks containing millions 


ol gallons of gasoline, diesel 
and fuel oil went up in a roar 
of 
flames. Black smoke bil- 


lowed more than 100 feet into 
the night sky and fire lit up the 
northern quarter of the Cam- 
bodian capital. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Robin Mannock reported 
from Phnom Penh that the 
fires were still burning out of 
control at noon, spouting high- 
octane aviation gasoline and 
threatening to ignite new ex- 
plosions. 


The fires erupted when about 


30 enemy sappers, who report- 
edly approached two tank com- 
plexes from the west by boat

and MacArthur parks. 


A retired Hollywood makeup 


man, Lopez has lived alone in a 
small frame house since his 
wife died in 1965. He says most 
of his pension and Social Secur- 
ity checks goes to pay the de- 
livery man who comes every 
Tuesday with 2,800 pounds of 
feed. The bill is about $150 a 
week. 


"I spend everything I've got 


on the birds," says 
Lopez. 


"Life for me is insignificant ex- 
cept for thebirds." 


Last May heart trouble and 


other medical problems forced 
Lopez to stop making his daily 
rounds and a neighbor, Manuel 
Cerda, took over. 


Cerda, a 64-year-old unem- 


ployed auto worker, says he's 
glad to transport the feed in his 
station wagon because Lopez 
cares so much for the birds. 
"My wife and I say, 'Mr. Lo- 
pez, why don't you relax and 
take a trip?' Well, he doesn't 
say much. He just says, I'd 
rather go hungry myself than 
let my birds go hungry.'" 


Lopez keeps one pigeon at 


home as a pet and is nursing 
two cripples. All have the run 
of the house. 


And as Cerda leaves each 


morning at dawn he sets out 
feed on Lopez' roof. About 150 
pigeons, doves, sparrows and 
blue jays alight for breakfast. 


LBI Once 
Considered 
a Freeze 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Lyndon B. Johnson came 
close to ordering a wage-price 
freeze six years ago, a former 
price controller disclosed Sun- 
day. 


"He should have done it," 


added Michael V. DiSalle, who 
was director of the Office of 
Price Stabilization in the Ko- 
rean War years 1951-52. 


DiSalle, former governor of 


Ohio and now a Washington 
lawyer, told an interviewer the 
date of Johnson's almost-freeze 
was July 28, 1965. 


"I was attending a fund-rais- 


ing meeting of the President's 
Club at the White House that 
day," DiSalle recalled. 


"The president came into the 


meeting quite a bit late. He 
apologized to us, saying he had 
been busy—that he had just or- 
dered an escalation of the war 
in Vietnam, to try to get it end- 
ed sooner. 


"He looked at me, sitting in 


one of the front seats, and said, 
'Mike, you almost had another 
OPA on your hands.' 


"I said: 'That would have 


been putting me in double jeop- 
ardy, Mr. President'." 


DiSalle said Johnson never 


elaborated on the episode to 
him, but "I know that a wage- 
price freeze must have been se- 
riously debated." 


"I assume he had considered 


declaring a national 
emergen- 


cy, and he should have done it. 
Monetary and fiscal policy al- 
one cannot cope with the eco- 
nomic strain of military spend- 
ing on such a scale."

This universal 
phobia makes man doubly afraid 
of those who threaten to commit 
the real act."

said. "We're on the downhill. 
We cannot improve with the 
funds we've got." 


The recent session of the leg-

cardiograms and blood tests. 
They find nothing and my 
blood pressure is normal.

comes from one to several 
hours later, I am really wor- 
ried not knowing if it is my 
heart or if I should be doing 
something about it. I am 
about 20 pounds overweight 
and just over the meno- 
pause. I do not get short of 
breath, but have pain quite 
often in my left arm and sort 
of a prickly, electric pain up 
my neck into my jaw. I also 
have a lot of stomach gas, 
bowel trouble and I cough a 
lot. Xrays have shown noth- 
ing in these areas either. 
There has never been any 
heart problem in my family. 
I do not know what to do.

Medina Case 
May Soon Go 
fo the Jury 


FT. MCPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— The month-long My Lai mur- 
der trial of Capt. Ernest Me- 
dina could be in the hands of 
the jury by Wednesday. 


When the trial resumes Tues- 


day, the military judge, Col. 
Kenneth Howard, will hear ar- 
guments on his instructions to 
the five-man jury of Vietnam 
veterans. After he charges the 
jury, there will be final argu- 
ments, which could be com- 
pleted in time for the jury to 
begin deliberating Wednesday. 


Last 
week Howard altered 


the trial with a series of rulings 
which reduced and dismissed 
some of the charges against the 
35-year-old Medina. 


The judge reduced the charge
